Judge Dixon's collection a small 
incident in the history of our local 
school system. It is from a small 
booklet, entitled "Annual Report 
of the Public Schools of Dixon," 
published in 1871, which also con- 
tains a historical reference to their 
establishment. Judge Dixon labels 
the booklet as "very rare and 
valuable."

A opened in 1838, the booklet records.

"In 1840 Mr. Bowen was in

And he said the president's offer 


wasn't' received until after the 
Democratic candidate for the White 
House, Gov. Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois, was given an international 
affairs briefing which, Eisenhower 
had declared, made Stevenson sub 
servient to the administration. . 


In his telegram to Truman re* 


jecting the briefing invitation, Ei- 
senhower did accept the president'* 
offer to furnish him with weekly 
summaries—provided it would not 
restrict his discussion of adminis- 
tration foreign policy. 


Truman Statement 


The president said at his news 


conference yesterday that Eisen- 
hower had been informed a week 
or 10 days ago by the Defense de- 
partment that he would receive in- 
telligence service summaries of 
world affairs. 


Eisenhower's executive assistant, 


Arthur H. Vandenberg Jr.; said 
any Defense department offer to 
supply intelligence summaries was 
all news to Eisenhower. 


"Neither the general nor anyone 


in this office has any memory of 
such a message and there is noth- 
ing in our files," said Vandenberg. 


Still later the puzzle unraveled. 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chairman 


of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, issued 
a statement in Washington saying 
Truman told him last Thursday of 
his desire to furnish Eisenhower 
wtih world intelligence reports. But 
Bradley, an old buddy of Eisen- 
hower, added ruefully that he had 
failed to inform the GOP nominee. 


Ike Laughed 


Eisenhower was told of Bradley's 


statement by his press secretary 
James C. Hagerty, who reported: 


"The general laughed. He just 


laughed."

New Revision Biggest Project in Book Publishing History

Christ In the U. S. A. On behalf 
of 40 Protestant demnominations, 
it was authorized to produae a 
translations designed for public 
and private worship, making use 
of the best available Biblical re- 
search, manuscript discoveries and 
archeological findings.

The members of the Standard 


Bible Committee saw their task 
as three-fold:

the simplicity, dignity, directness^ 
beauty and power of King James.' 


3. To seek now (according

Dean Weigle) to replace the King 
James Version with a version as 
accurate as conscientious scholar- 
ship can produce m the light of 
what is known today. Each substi- 
tution of words called for a two- 
thirds vote of the committee. 


Changes that will meet the eye 


at once are the leeturn to the 
"Lord" of the King James ver^ 
sion. leplacmg "Jehovah" or the 
American Standard. The Psalms, 
much of the prophets, and many 
other portions of the Old Testa- 
ment are printed in their original 
poetic form, instead of being set 
off as numerical verses. 


And as two million readers of

As Steel Sets Pattern 


With the steel strike clearing the way labor-management 


contract negotiations are picking up fast in other industries. 


The new pattern of demands is taking shape—the ma- 


jority asking between six and 15 cents an hour increase m 
pay but putting major emphasis on fringe benefits. 


Coal miners, copper miners, and electric appliance work- 


ers are prominent in the rush to the negotiation table after 
the steel settlement. But the step-up in tempo is widespread 
around the country.

Four hundred companies report to the National Fore- 


men's Institute that they are niow engaged in post-steel set- 
tlement bargaining. 


The institute's weekly publication on employe and labor 


relation developments, the Employee Relations Bulletin, says 
that although wage and union shop demands stole the spot- 
lieht in the steel strike, in many other cases wage demands 
play second fiddle to fringe benefits. Last summer wage de- 
mands generally lay between 15 and 30 cents an hour. 


The bulletin believes the drop in union demands to a six 


to 15 cents range this summer is because many have already 
used up most of the increase permitted them under the wage 
control law.

If the next player picked up 
the ten, she would have to discard 
one of the three cards in her hand

given our side a natural canasta.

tion? I? she obliged to pick up 
the ten even though that will force 
her to make a costly discard? Or 
does she have a choice' in the 
matter?" 


Let's begin by answering 
the 


question. The player is obliged 
to pick up the ten even though 
(hat force? her to make a' costly 
discard. She has no choice. 


Now let's examine the entire 


rule. 
When a player 
takes the 


last card of the stock pile, the 
game may proceed. It 
doesn't 


automatically end. 


Let's suppose that North draws 


the last card of the stock pile and 
discards a king. It is now East's 
turn to play. 


If East can take that king and 


add it to a meld that he already 
has on the table, he must pick the 
king up; he has no choice. 
This 


would not be so, of course, if the 
discard pile were frozen, for then 
East would need a fresh pair of 
kings in his hand. But if the pile 
is 
unfrozen, 
and 
the 
discard 


kings on the tabfe. but he does 
have a pair of kings in his hajul, 
or perhaps one king and a wild 
card. Must he pick up that dis- 
carded king? No. He may pick 
up the king or refuse it, just as 
he pleases. 


If East has no way at all of 


melding the king, he naturally 
cannot act. And if East has kings 
in his hand (but not on the table) 
and chooses not to take the pile 
he likewise does not act. In such 
a case the hand comes to an end. 


If East takes the pile and dis- 


cards, the same rule now applies 
to South (the next player). She 
must take the card if it matches 
a meld that she has on the table. 
She may refuse to act if it matches 
cards in her hand that are not on 
the table. 


If South fails to act (which is 


permissible if the discard does not 
match one of her previous melds), 
the hand ends at 
once.- If she 


picks up the discard and melds it, 
her discard now puts West (the 
next player) in the same situation. 


This continues until somebody 


melds out, or legally fails to act. 
Each player in 
turn may 
be 


obliged to pick up a discard and 
then discard.

pens. Excessive hairiness is caused 
by disease only rarely. In such 
cases, there.is a clue in the fact 
that hairiness has not always been 
present. 
*" 


If the hair starts growing rapid- 


ly, careful physical examination 
and diagnostic studies should be 
made. In the vast majority, > the 
hairiness of the face or arms is 
unexplained, except as some in- 
herited factor from one or the 
other parent may have something 
to do with it. 


There are several ways of at- 


tacking this problem. The hair 
can be shaved. This is satisfac- 
tory for a short time, but generally 
results in a gradual thickening of 
the hair and it's even more con- 
spicuous regrowth later. 


The hair 'can be bleached or 


dyed, but the hair continues to 
glow out so this has to be repeated 
frequently. 


The hair may be taken off with 


hair removers which often con- 
sists of some kind of wax which 
fastens to the htairs and pulls them 
out by the roots. This is-painful, 
and, of course, the hair will grow 
again. 


There are also devices for rub- 


bing the hair off which some wo-

of the country. This is the use of 
X-rays—a dangerous method, i' 
number of cases of severe burns 
caused by X-rays used for excess- 
ive hair have been reported. 


One person complained of se- 


vere burns on the arms and legs 
resulting from X-ray treatments 
taken over a four-year period for 
removal of hair—but the hair was 
not even removed. 


However, some skin specialists 


maintain .that when properly per 
formed, it is the best method or 
all. This may be true, but the 
method has also caused damage 
and should be used with great 
caution, if at all.

like a meeting of the stockholders 
with the retiring chairman of the 
board of directors. There wasn't 
much they expected him to^ say.

And they chuckled over 
Governor Stevenson's speech earl- 
ier in the day in Illinois, a speech 
taking amused digs at Eisenhower 
arfU the Republicans. 


Then President Truman came in, 


natty and lively as usual. Through 
the "round tinted lenses of his 
glasses he looked at the men and 
women facing him and grinned in 
greeting. 
* There was silence for a moment. 
while everyone waited to see if 
the president had anything special 
on his mind. He raised a mimeo- 
graphed sheet of paper and said 
there were plenty of copies for 
anyone who wanted them. It was 
a letter, he said, bemoaning the 
fact that most of the old White 
House furniture had disappeared.

"Then came an exciting race 


for the grove, Indians Celling, 
bullets flying, and woe to the 
man whose horse stumbled or 
gave out." Here occurred an un- 
fortunate 
circumstance;

men whose horses had strayed 
dn'ring the night, had, early in 
the morning, gone out on the. 
prairie In ".earch of them and 
were now caught on one of the 
flank*. The Indians swept over 
them, killing evqry one. These

near them proved.

THE WRITER concludes that the 


volunteers and the Indians arrived 
at the grove almost neck and neck 
and "after r. sharp contest of an 
hour or two, the Indians withdrew, 
leaving nine dead and losing prob- 
ably several others, killed and 
wounded. 


Then in a biting closing remark, 


the author wrote: 


"So much forthe' bravery of the 


men whom Col. Taylor aspersed. 
There is good authority for saying 
that not a regular was killed In the 
Blark Hawk war, until at the close 
of the battle of Bad Axe, when the 
Indians were plunging into the 
river, one or two who lay in the 
swamp picked off two or three 
regulars who exposed themselves."

Jobless Italians Have Been Doing It for 'Years 


By ALBURN WEST 


ROME. (AP) — Young men who 


never had a pay day and jobless 
fathers with hungry babies are 
telling the .sad story of Italy's 
economic ailment—unemployment 
—in the first parliamentary inves- 
tigation of its kind in this coun- 
try. 


Alongside the sad stories of the 


jobless is tragic testimony of their 
incapacity for jobs crying to be 
filled. 


Rome and its 
province have 


47,326 unemployed t o d a y . Yet 
building contractors need and can't 
find 2,000 carpenters and brick- 
layers. 


Three deputies—two men and 


a woman—flanked by a battery of 
stenographers

drawing the often pitiful stories of 
the perennial jobless from young 
men who have never had a job 
and older workers who hardly re- 
member their last regular pay- 
check.

Of the Vanishing Parisians 


PARIS. (AP) -Where do Paris- 


ians vanish in August? 


This annual mystery puzzles — 


and annoys—tourists every time 
the' August m i g r a t i o n 
comes 


around. 


Thousands of shop fronts bang 


down as 
one "Fermeture An- 


nuelle" (annual closing) signs blos- 
soms like roses in June, and dis- 
consolate visitors wander around 
from one shuttered restaurant to 
another. 
Nine dry cleaners out 


of 10 are closed, 35 out of Paris' 
•16 theaters are dark and silent, 
and even a third of the city's bak- 
eries have taken the handle off 
the door.- ' 


The National Bureau of Statis- 


tics solves the mystery of the van- 
ishing Parisian but does not really 
explain it, except for a nod' in the 
direction <of French temperament. 
"The period of vacations is prac- 
tically blocked on the month of 
August," the bureau says. "Forty- 
nine per cent of all holidaymakers 
go away then." 


Annual holidays have been the 


right of most French people since 


1936, 
and the statistics bureau says 


that at least half of the country's 
population—and an even higher 
proportion of Parisians — avail 
themselves of the opportunity of a 
vacation awayffrom home. 


This year, a million Frenchmen 


—twice as many as last year — 
are taking holidays abroad. Italy, 
Spain and Germany top their lists 
of 
countries 
to visit. Another 


300,000 are "taking the cure" at 
French spas like Vichy and Alx 
le-Bains. More than a million are 
taking camping holidayse of some 
sort. 


But most French 
citizens take 


the most inexpensive kind of holi- 
day of all, by staying with friends 
or relatives. The statistics bureau 
says only 15 per cent stay in ho- 
tels, 10 per cent rent villas or 
apartments, 5 per cent rent living 
room with parents or friends and 
54 per cent stay as unpaying 
guests.
